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Wer commented last week upon a published statement 
that a Massachusetts court had rendered judgment for 
$50,000 against the Massachusetts Benefit Life Association, 
and expressed the opinion that as the case had peculiar 
features an appeal would probably be taken. It seems 
that the amount named in the paragraph that fell under 
our notice was erroneously stated, the judgment being for 
$5000 only. The suit was brought under an old form of 
policy issued by the association, which form had been 
changed in the interests of policyholders. The increased 
advantages under the new form had been accepted for a 
time by the insured while living, but he finally allowed 
the policy to lapse. Upon his death his executors brought 
suit to recover under the original policy on the ground 
that the assessments under the new form of policy were 
unlawful as applying to the old policy. It seems singular 
that a person living can enjoy benefits under a contract 
and, when he is dead, that the courts will permit a denial 
of such benefits to prevail and thus defeat the purpose of 
the contract. An appeal from this decision will probably 
result in a finding for the association. 





In the case of the Attorney-General against the Peoples 
Lloyds, which was argued exhaustively last week, Judge 
Beach on Monday handed down his decision refusing to 
make permanent the temporary injunction previously 
granted by Judge Truax. Judge Beach does not consider 
the question as to the legality of the organization of this 
particular Lloyds, but says in substance that as it has been 
permitted to do business for two years without official 
interference, there cannot much harm result from allowing 
it to continue .for a couple of months longer, or until the 
trial of the case upon its merits can be reached by the 
courts. On the contrary, he says, that to continue the 
injunction would destroy a business that has been per- 
mitted to exist without official interference. This is a 
pretty direct hit at Superintendent Pierce for not having 
looked after these Lloyds in the past. Whatever reason 
exists at the present time for driving them out of business 
has existed ever since their organization, and an efficient 
Superintendent of Insurance would long ago have had the 
question of their legality decided. In the case of the 
Peoples Lloyds the trial will go over till the fall term of 
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court, and meantime it is at liberty to continue business if 
its subscribers elect to do so, and it is stated by Mr. 
Rhoads, the attorney, that they will resume at once. 





Ir is stated that there are some fourteen or fifteen mill- 
ions of bicycle riders in the United States, including men, 
women and children, the hale and hearty, the weak and 
puny, the lame, halt and blind. Of course the number of 
accidents increases with the number of riders, and in pro- 
portion to their increasing recklessness. ‘* Scorchers ”’ 
abound everywhere, and they ride at a fearful pace in 
defiance of all law, city ordinances and the police. -In the 
country and in country towns pedestrians move about at 
the peril of their lives, and driving and equestrianism are 
indulged in at the risk of a runaway and a broken neck. 
Cyclers seem to delight in frightening horses on country 
roads, especially if driven by women. They come toward 
them at a rattling gait, apparently bent upon running into 
the horse, and sheer off barely enough to escape him, but 
often causing him to shie and sometimes to run; again a 
rider will come up noiselessly from behind and then sud- 
denly shoot ahead as close to the horse as possible, in a 
manner most trying to the nerves of any animal of spirit. 
These are practices that tend to bring riders of the wheel 
into disrepute and inspire drivers of horses to contest the 
road with them. The ‘rules of the road ’’ should be 
studiously observed by cyclers, and when they do this 
they will cease to exasperate and antagonize the few lovers 
of good horses that are left among us. Bicycle riders are 
taking out accident insurance very freely this season to 
indemnify themselves from accidents, and if the same com- 
panies will insure pedestrians and drivers of horses against 
reckless riders of the wheel they will do a still larger 
business. 





One of our contemporaries states that Superintendent 
Durfee of Illinois recently visited the offices of the Guar- 
antors Liability Indemnity Company of Philadelphia for 
the purpose of making an examination, when he was served 
with a written notice to the effect that the company would 
prefer to withdraw from Illinois to being examined. It is 
further stated that Superintendent Durfee consented to its 
withdrawal and did not proceed with the contemplated 
examination. This is confirmed by a dispatch from IIli- 
nois that the company will withdraw from that State. 
The same reasons that would impel an insurance official 
to examine a suspected company as a condition of its 
writing new business in his State should be sufficiently 
weighty to induce him to make such examination in the 
interests of those who already hold its policies. Those who 
have already paid their money for insurance are certainly 
entitled to the protection afforded by the law as are those 
who are only prospective policyholders. If Superintendent 
Durfee felt that the Guarantors needed investigation the fact 
that it offered to stop doing business in Illinois should not 
have deterred him from making it. The United States Re- 
view of Philadelphia asks why the company should be exam- 
ined at all in view of the fact that Commissioner Lambert re- 
cently examined it and certified toitssolvency. The reason 
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is that the general manager of the Guarantors, Richard F. 
Loper, has written a letter to Superintendent Waddill of 
Missouri, wherein he shows that the sworn statement made 
by the officers of the company to the various Insurance 
Departments as of December 31 was untrue and misleading 
in at least one very important particular, and the old motto 
falsum in uno falsum in omnibus should apply to the whole 
statement. In order to show a low rate of expense, it was 
claimed in the statement that the total amount paid for 
commissions to agents, salaries, traveling and all expenses 
of agents, medical examiners’ fees, advertising, printing, 
stationery, etc., was $27,690, a sum so absurdly low that we 
called attention to itin Tur SpecraTor at the time. The 
Missouri Department questioned this and other items, 
whereupon Mr. Loper wrote to Superintendent Waddill, 
stating that in addition to the $27,690 paid for expenses 
as sworn to by the officers of the company, he had paid 
$106,605.62 out of his own pocket! He adds that during 
his four years of management he ‘‘had accumulated a 
sufficient fund to cover this amount without jeopardy to 
myself!’’ After such a confession the natural inference 
is that other items in the annual statement are equally 
untrue. As this statement of Loper’s was made after 
Commissioner Lambert had given his certificate of exami- 
nation, the inference is that that officer was misled during 
the examination, and itis no discourtesy to him if the 
officials of other States are desirous of reconciling the 
discrepancies between the company’s statement and Mr. 
Loper’s letter. The Guarantors is doing business in a large 
number of States, and the insurance officials owe it to their 
constituents to be satisfied regarding the standing of a com- 
pany whose own manager testifies to the untruthfulness of 
its annual statement. The more Mr. Loper strives to avoid 
an examination the more imperative does it become that 
such examination should be made. 








INEFFICIENCY OF INSURANCE LEGISLATION 
AND SUPERVISION. 

NSURANCE supervision by State authority, and legis. 
lative enactments to regulate the business of insur- 
ance, can hardly be called successful, In the light of what 
is going on daily and what has been done in the name of 
insurance for many years past, the attempt to control it by 
law appears very much like a failure of large proportions. 
With mutual fire insurance companies and Lloyds com- 
bines in the fire insurance field tumbling about: our 
ears or going into the hands of receivers, and fraternal 
assessment endowment concerns going to the wall as 
a result of examination and court proceedings, it is 
evident that the law is unable to prevent the organiza- 
tion of unsound and fake concerns that deceive and 
swindle the public under the guise of insurance. The 
old wildcat companies and graveyard swindles have simply 
been superseded by more modern forms of getting at the 
same results, viz., filling the pockets of unscrupulous pro- 
moters at the expense of the public. Experience has 
demonstrated the impossibility of making men honest by 
legislative enactments, and while swindlers abound, they 
are as likely to appear in one form as another. No suc- 
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cessful line of business is exempt from roguish practitioners 
who use it as acloak to enable them to work off their 
spurious wares more successfully. Bankers, merchants, 
professional men, and, in fact, representatives of every 
legitimate calling find a lot of parasites clinging about them 
and doing a fraudulent business in imitation of honest 
methods. Insurance having so many phases, and being 
of such necessity to the community, could not but offer 
inducements to the unscrupulous, who, taking advantage 
of the demand, have offered a fictitious supply. In many 
instances they have defied existing laws, in others evaded 
it, but at all times they have laughed at the laxity of their 
administration. As a matter of fact, the laws relating to 
insurance have been most burdensome and embarrassing 
to those corporations that are desirous of doing a legitimate 
business by honest and business-like methods. The New 
England States have been prolific in mutual fire insurance 
organizations that are now tumbling to pieces from inherent 
weakness, and in speculative fraternal endowment concerns 
of the ‘‘get-rich-quick’’ order, while New York has brought 
forth a crop of fire Lloyds, the majority of which have 
proven as untrustworthy as the mutuals of Massachusetts. 
In the latter State, and also in New Hampshire, the Insur- 
ance Commissioners have valiantly fought the fraudulent 
concerns in the courts and succeeded in driving many of 
them out of business, but not until their victims were num- 
bered by thousands, and millions of dollars been lost to 
credulous policyholders. The Lloyds of New York were 
mostly organized in defiance of law, and without inter- 
ference by the complaisant Superintendent of Insurance, 
until action on the part of another State officer looking for 
taxes awakened him from his long slumber. In other 
States the laws or their administration have been equally 
inefficient to protect the public from rank swindles in the 
name of insurance. There are some earnest insurance 
officials who have vigilantly and persistently sought to 
bring about a better state of things by advocating legisla- 
tion to that end, but while State legislatures are so largely 
made up of political demagogues there is little to be hoped 
for in that direction. Under existing conditions laws are 
passed or reform measures are defeated at the command of 
an individual, of interested cliques or of political leaders, 
as the interests may lie, and the fieldis left open for 
unscrupulous speculators to practice all sorts of iniquity 
under the name of insurance. 

Meantime those honest insurance corporations that are 
organized and are doing business in accordance with law, 
being of a tangible nature and readily reached by those in 
authority, are harassed by taxation, by inquisitive and 
obnoxious supervision, and by threatened legislation hostile 
to the interests of the companies and their policyholders. 
Fraud flourishes and honest enterprise is at adiscount. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the question is so frequently 
asked, ‘* Why should a business so necessary to the public 
welfare as insurance be hampered by discriminating legis- 
lation, unequal taxation and oppressive exactions, and 
annoyed by official supervision?’’ Clearly the public yains 
no protection from fraudulent practices, but, on the con- 
trary, is often misled by the apparent official sanction 
given to swindling schemes because not checked by 
official action. Why should not insurance corporations be 
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permitted to transact the business of insurance upon the 
same terms and conditions as are imposed upon other cor- 
porations engaged in other honorable lines of business ? 
Why should not the insurance business be conducted like 
that of the merchant, the banker or any one else having 
goods to sell that the public requires, and with no more 
restriction? The public would soon learn to discriminate 
for itself between the good and the bad, the trustworthy 
and the untrustworthy, taking nothing for granted because 
the law undertakes to protect them, but does not. Throw 
the business open like other industries and other enter- 
prises to competition, and the public may be trusted to 
look out for frauds and swindles in insurance as satisfac- 
torily as it does in other matters. 











THE DEATH RATE. 


HE death rate experienced by any life insurance com- 
T pany has an important effect on its dividend earning 
power, and it is consequently of interest to watch the 
records in this respect as they appear year by year in the 
Insurance Department reports. The accompanying table 
shows the death rate per cent of mean insurance in force 
for each of twenty-eight companies reporting to the New 
York Insurance Department year by year for the twenty 
years ending with 1895, while additional columns show the 
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the companies are not required to report the actual and 
expected death losses, which would give the true standing, 
we present the table based on such information as we can 
obtain. The much discussed *‘ gain and loss exhibit,’’ if 
printed for each company, would show more clearly the 
mortality savings. The Connecticut report in its summary 
of the exhibit shows that twenty-eight companies operating 
in that State experienced a death rate in 1895 equal *o 87.5 
per cent of the tabular rate. 





NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


THE companies are a unit in the resolution to contest the removal 
of the Forty-second street reservoir so far as the law will allow. 
The water commissioners are holding out the inducement to let the 
reservoir go, that as soon as the new mains which have been author- 
ized are laid there will be an abundance of water and they regard the 
law passed by the legislature as mandatory. The opposing elements 
are the friends of the public library, who want the site of the reservoir 
for the use of a new library building and probably they will win. 
The companies have not yet appealed to the public in the way sug- 
gested by the president of the Continental by threatening to reduce 
lines and increase rates. In the opinion of many companies this is 
the only way that the public can be made to feel a genuine interest 
in the preservation of the reservoir on Forty-second street.

THE argument of Mr. Choate in opposition to the application for an 
injunction against the Peoples Lloyds was chiefly an arraignment of 
the Deputy Attorney-Generral for his audacity in assailing the 
Peoples Lloyds. while he had only recently acted as attorney for the 
New York and Boston Lloyds. It reminded underwriters of the old 
recipe, ‘‘ When you have no defense abuse the plaintiff's attorney.”

INSURANCE against forest fires may not be considered regular, but 
an agent in this city had a recent application to insure against fire 
about twenty fine old trees which stand in front of a stately mansion in 
Westchester county, and an English company took the risk. Each 
tree was insured for a specific amount.

THE president of a city company thinks that the following clause 
would be useful in smoke damage losses: ‘‘ Warranted that no 
damage caused exclusively by smoke shall exceed five per cent of the 
goods unless there is a fire loss in the building and in that case the 
smoke loss shall not exceed ten per cent.’’ This would be a soft snap 
for the companies, but it is very doubtful if anybody who owned a 
clothing or silk stock would consent to such a clause.

Tue Tariff Association continues to send out cautions against the 
insurance of buildings in course of construction for more than one 
year or with. occupancy privileges not rated by the tariff. There 
seems to be a disposition in some quarters to ignore these plain rules.

Tue Colonial Insurance Company, now in the course of organiza- 
tion by the attorneys of the American Lloyds, will be another link in 
the chain of non-tariff companies represented by the aforesaid Lloyds 
the New York Fire and a Baltimore company, all of which centre in 
one office in Chicago. They have had fine luck with sprinkled risks, 
but are operated upon non-board lines.

A PARAGRAPH in this column in our issue of last week stated that 
‘‘George P. Germain of Buffalo has been mentioned as the purchaser 
of one of the exploded Lloyds charters.’’ Mr. Germain writes us to 
say that there is no truth in this report. Notwithstanding this denial, 
it is positively asserted that what is called the ‘‘ charter’’ of the old 
Metropolitan Lloyds of Beecher, Schenck & Co. has been purchased by 
gentlemen from Buffalo, and that Mr. Germain was one of the inter- 
ested"parties. The Metropolitan is said to be a valid charter.

NEW ENGLAND. 


[From Our Own CorrESPONDENT. | 


Governor Wolcott has ‘ slopped over’"’ for the first time since he 
has held the position of chief executive. Thursday he signed the bill 
which repeals the law which allows Massachusetts companies to retain 
five per cent of the surrender value of endowment policies when paid 
prior to maturity, and the measure wi!l become effective on July 5. 
Several of the companies appeared to protest against the measure, 
but his excellency could not or would not see it their way. As a result, 
some of the companies will no longer attempt to do a short term 
endowment business. 

I. Wolfson, manager of the Excelsior Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, one of the new industrials, has appealed to the Insurance Com- 
missioner for the appointment of a receiver of the company. For 
several months the Excelsior has not been prosperous in the full mean- 
ing of its name, and the assessment recently levied was not sufficiently 
successful to put the company on its feet. 

Edward Wally has been appointed Boston agent of the bicycle 
department of the New Englani Burglary Insurance Company. 

Dana W. Bennett has been elected temporary secretary of the 
Employers Liability Association to succeed W. A. Carlton, who retires 
on account of the termination of his connection with the Union Cas- 
ualty and Security. The association has also appointed a committee 
to confer with the advisory committee of the central compact, relative 
to the promulgation of the revised rates. 

In accordance with the recent enactment of the legislature which 
provides that only such agents are required to give bond as are not 
accountable to any other agent in the Commonwealth, for premiums 
received, the Insurance Department is sending notices to general 
agents directing them to state, in the future appointment of agents, 
whether they are to act as bonded or subordinate. 

The New Hampshire Fire Insurance Company has increased the 
amount of its capital from $800,000 to $900,000, the additional $100,000 
having been paid in 

The Ocean Insurance Company of London is, so it is reported, seek- 
ing light as to the modus operandi of entering the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

The National Contract and Supply Company agrees to bury people 
whenever it is the most convenient for its patrons in consideration of 
certain premium payments. The Insurance Commissioner of Ver- 
mont refused to allow the company to do business in that State on the 
ground that it was an insurance business, and no law exists in Ver- 
mont which provides for that kind of insurance. The ape gd 
appealed, and the Supreme Court has sustained the decision of the 
Insurance Commissioner. 

The same case was argued in the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
this week, on a bill in equity brought by the Supply company against 
Insurance Commissioner Merrill, who filed a iomeaner to his bill. 
Commissioner Merrill claims that the contract issued by the National 
Contract and Supply Company is an insurance contract pure and 
simple, ance the ony om § asks for an injunction preventing the Insur- 
ance Commissioner from interfering with the business of the company. 
The case was taken under advisement by the court. 

The insurance rates in Newport, R. 1., are being investigated in 
order to ascertain whether or not the tariff is too high, as has been 
charged by the agents. 

The Springfield Mutual Life Insurance Company of a. 
Mass., and the Manufacturers Life Association of Westfield, ass., 
will apply for admission to New York State. 

‘Auditor Greenough and Secretary Clary of the Union Casualty and 
Security Company were in Boston the past week taking preliminary 
steps toward the appointment of a local agent to succeed W. A. 
Carlton. 

In the Supreme Court at Brockton, Mass., last Thursday a decision 
was rendered in favor of Mrs. Gertrude Buckley, who sued the 
supreme lodge of the New England Order of Protection to recover 
$3000 on an insurance policy issued to the plaintiff's husband. The 
latter died and the order refused to pay the amount of the policy on 
the ground that the insured did not answer the questions in the appli- 
cation truthfully and that he habitually used intoxicating liquors. 
Judgment gave the plaintiff the full amount of the claim, with inter- 
est, amounting to $3330. 

A curious coincidence occurred Saturday in the case of the Guardian 
Life Insurance Company. The stockholders of the company met and 
voted to ratify the action of the directors whereby the risks of the 
Guardian would’ be reinsured in the Massachusetts National Life of 
Westfield. But before the final action was taken by the stockholders, 
a few minutes only, the Governor signed the assessment insurance 
bill, which prohibits a company from reinsuring in another company 
without the consent of the policyholders of both companies, and 
requires every person reinsured, or whose policy is transferred, to 
pass a medical examination. As the assessment insurance bill became 
effective immediately on receiving the Governor's signature, the meet- 
ing of this Guardian’s stockholders was without effect.

In Regard to the Guarantors. 
[To THE EDITOR OF THE SPECTATOR,] 

In regard to the Guarantors Liability Indemnity Company, the following hints 
may be of assistance to you in your further investigation of this company: The 
manager acknowledges having paid out of his own pocket $106,000 toward the 
expenses of the company for the past year. Note the item of real estate in assets, 
and refer to the registrar of deeds’ office at Philadelphia, and see in whose name 
the real estate stood the first of January, 1896. See also when it was transferred 
to the company. Is it worthy of inquiry why the manager makes a gift to the 
company of $150,000 (net) in a building and $106,000 expenses paid? Query—Does 
any obligation exist between the manager and company in regard to above? 
Query—Was the $2s50,coo increase in capital this item of real estate, valued at 
$250,000? If not, scrutinize the income account and see where the money came 
from to purchase this real estate. 

Note the writings of $837,695 and reinsurance reserve (fifty per cent or f70 ra/a) 
$282,982. Explanation reported made by the company for this seeming discrep- 
ancy is that $300,000 in premiums were canceled about December 31, 1895. Query 
—Does this seem reasonable ? 

Note the item of office furniture and fixtures in assets, which under some 
State laws it is illegal to include. To what extent they must be pressed to obtain 
a surplus. 

Note the small reserve for outstanding losses, when you consider the business 
which they do, compared with other companies. 

They advertise $108,000 surplus, while the Pennsylvania Commissioner gives 
them only $29,879, which he follows with certain comments as per clipping, 
which, to say the least, are not flattering. 

The examination has been most thorough and complete. The conclusion of it 
was greatly delayed by the condition of the records in the claims department, 
in charge of Dr. R. S. Keelor. Zhere has been extreme inefficiency in the man- 
agement of that oy earner and the confusion and unreliability of the records 
could hardly have been worse. Dr. Keelor himself prepared for the use of the 
examiners an elaborate statement of the number and amount of the claims, 
which, within a few days thereafter, fe asserted to be grossly inaccurate and 
unreliable. ‘The examiners have done their utmost to establish the true amount 
of liability for claims, and have reached the only result possible from the records. 
It is substantially correct. 

It seems only justice and right that the public should be forewarned.

—The new tables of benefits under infantile policies, now in use by 
the leading industrial companies, have proven of great advantage to 
policyholders, At the more advanced ages the payments in event of 
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death are much larger than under the old table. In one instance 
lately an increase uf $60 over the original sum insured was made, in 
another $50 and so on in varying amounts, according to the age and 
time insured. 

—The business of industrial insurance in Australia has already 
taken strong hold through the efforts of the two companies already 
working. ‘The question of establishing an industrial branch has been 
taken under consideration by one or more of the large ordinary com 
panies at the Antipodes. Their success begets interest and compe- 
tition. 

—A life insurance policy is, after all, only a promise to pay the 
holder a certain sum when a certain event comes to pass. The 
experience of the world has been, however, that the many millions 
of such promises have been promptly met heretofore, are being met 
every day and will continue to be met. A slender cord, it would seem, 
to bind one so closely to his fellow men, is a policy of life insurance, 
but it has the strength and tenacity which make it a binding force all 
the world over. The great claim lists of industrial companies are the 
strongest testimony to this. They show the power and extent of 
promise and performance.

—J. C. Fernhald, in his ‘‘ Economics of Prohibition,’’ gives some 
statistics as to the ‘‘ Cash Value of a Man.'’ He claims that for the 
first five years of life the cost is $50 per year. For the next ten years 
the cost is given at $100 per annum, so that by the time the boy 
reaches the age of fifteen years the cost of his maintenance has been 
$1250. For the six years following, which would bring him up to the 
age of twenty-one, the writer allots $200 per year, so that by the 
time the young man is ‘‘of age’’ he represents an investment of 
$2450 without any reference to interest on the money laid out for him. 
If any attempt were made to carry on a child's life enough insurance 
to repay the parents for the expenditure on his behalf up to the time 
of death, objection could be justly raised. These figures are, there- 
fore, of interest to people who keep close watch on ‘‘ child insurance,”’ 
for, as a matter of fact, it is impossible to get in industrial companies 
as much insurance ona child as would cover the outlay for his sus- 
tenance and clothing at Mr. Fernhald’s very modest estimate. 





NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


Last of the Beaufort Graveyard Insurance Suits. 

In the spring and summer of 1894, through the fraudulent practices 
of certain agents and doctors, an immense amount of fraudulent life 
insurance was effected in the town of Beaufort, N. C. In the fall of 
the year three of the assured died, with policies upon their lives 
aggregating $30,000. Their beneficiaries at once instituted suits 
against the insurance companies, the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Asso- 
ciation, $2000; National Life Association of Hartford, $14,000; Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Life Association, $6000, and the Life Insurance Clear- 
ing Company, $5000. This occasioned an investigation, and a 
discovery of the existence of a gigantic conspiracy to cheat insurance 
companies. 

One of the insured, one Ella Rountree, was a poor negress, without 
a penny in the world and in the last stage of consumption. Upon 
her life was placed $16,000; another, Charles Arthur, was a poor 
fellow who had wasted away with the bowel consumption from 145 
pounds to about seventy-five, a walking skeleton living altogether 
upon charity. They had piled up on his life $12,000 of insurance 
without his knowledge and without any medical examination A 
third, Sereda Williams, was a confirmed invalid. In her last illness 
$4000 of insurance was placed upon her life by her husband, Sam 
Williams, and a negro Ab Wigfall, who furnished the money. She 
soon died of an overdose of bromidia. Her husband married again. 
He was indicted for the murder of an infant who was born of his 
second wife three days after their marriage. He plead guilty of 
‘‘ concealing the birth of the infant’ and is now serving out a term in 
the penitentiary. Sereda Williams was never examined by a phy- 
sician and knew nothing of the insurance. 

The insurance companies employed Colonel John W. Hinsdale, an 
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insurance lawyer of Raleigh, N. C., to defend them. After the insti- 
tution of the criminal actions against the conspirators, which were 
brought to a successful termination by Colonel Hinsdale last fall, the 
plaintiffs in the civil actions concluded to abandon their suits. At 
the present term of the United States Circuit Court in Raleigh the 
last of the actions was dismissed, and thus has ended the final act of 
this disgraceful drama. 





George W. Dewey, Secretary of the Niagara Fire. 

Tue vacancy in the secretaryship of the Niagara Fire of New York, 
caused by the resignation of West Pollock, has been filled by the 
appointment of George W. Dewey. Mr. Dewey went with the Cal- 
edonian when the Niagara gave up the management of that com- 
pany’s United States branch two years ago. As he is particularly 
well posted on fire insurance matters in the South, it is probable that 
the Niagara intends branching out that way after July 1, when its 
agreement with the Caledonian preventing it from doing Southern 
business will expire. 

H. F. G. Wey has been appointed assistant secretary of the Niagara. 
He has had a valuable experience, having spent many years in the 
agencies of Frame, Hare & Lockwood, and Harold Herrick. When 
Mr. Herrick, now president of the Niagara, accepted the vice-presi- 
dency, Mr. Wey entered the company’s office, and is now quite 
familiar with its methods. One of Mr. Wey’s strong points is his 
knowledge of metropolitan risks. Both of these appointments are 
calculated to result profitably to the company. 





Two Lloyds Give Up Business. 

ANNOUNCEMENT is made that the Broadway Lloyds and the New York 
and London Lloyds, Sieg. Tynberg, Jr., being attorney for both, 
have discontinued business, and that a number of claimants are 
anxious as to when they will realize upon their claims. Complaints 
reached us some time since that claims for return premiums were not 
responded to by Mr. Tynberg, but in response to inquiries our repre- 
sentative was assured that such claims were being paid as fast as pos- 
sible, and that the business was going on all right. The subscribers 
to both these Lloyds are mostly well-known, responsible business 
men, and it is intimated that they will be called upon individually to 
respond in court to suits upon claims already matured. 





The Case of the Peoples Lloyds. 
Tue following is the decision of Judge Beach, handed down on Mon- 
day, refusing to continue the injunction granted by Judge Truax: 


The motion is for a continuance of a temporary injunction, in sub- 
stance restraining the defendants from transacting the business of 
insurance in this State. 

There are a few indisputable facts appearing from the papers sub- 
mitted, which call for and support the conclusion reached. A sharp 
and most important contention of law, and a minor one of fact, will be 
presented on the trial. This is clearly evidenced by the issues formed 
by the pleadings, and the exhaustive and learned briefs now handed 
up. The court is not called upon to decide either of those questions, 
and intentionally refrains from expressing an opinion. It suffices 
that the positions taken by the opposing parties are assumed in good 
faith, for the protection of valuable interests. 

The defendants are concededly innocent holders of the claimed 
rights and doing a large business thereunder, dating back to March, 
1894, the cessation caused by the temporary injunction began in May, 
1896, so that for two years the defendants have pursued the even 
tenor of their way without interference by the State authorities. 

After such lapse of time the sudden application of a prohibition 
necessarily entailing great loss would be harsh, if not unprecedented. 
On the other hand, no serious harm can result to the people of the 
State of New York from the continuance for a few months, when a 
trial may be had of a business which has been openly carried on for 
two years or more, without any effort to inhibit until now. 

The motion to continue injunction is denied and the temporary 
writ is vacated. 





The Status of Hollingsworth. 
WHEN J. E. Hollingsworth announced in a New York paper that he was 
“commissioned” by the Texas Insurance Department to represent it in New 
York and vicinity, a gentleman called the attention of Commissioner Rose of 
Texas to the announcement, and asked for the facts inthe case. The foltowing 
is the reply of the Commissioner : 

Replying to your favor of the 13th inst., beg to say that my attention was sev- 
eral days ago called to the article referred to, and I presume has been corrected 
in said journal and others. Mr. Hollingsworth is not an agent for the Insurance 
Department of Texas. He will perhaps assist this Department in the examina- 
tion of companies when we desire his services. I thank you for calling my 
attention to this matter.

This dream occurred three days before the 
tornado arrived at St. Louis, and worried him so that on the very after- 
noon that the tornado occurred he visited the office of the American Cen- 
tral, told of his dream and applied for $3000 of tornado insurance, his 
application being verbally accepted. Before he arrived at the place 
where his house had stood the house had been destroyed by the wind. 
The next morning the policy was delivered and the premium and insur- 
ance paid all at the same time.

LLOYDS BEING EXAMINED. 


Deputy Attorney-General Passes on the Electric City. 

NEw YORK, May 22.—(Special Telegram,)—AIl of the Lloyds that can possibly 
do so are now having their charters examined by the Attorney-General or his 
deputy. The latest to be examined is the Electric City Lloyds of Buffalo. 
George P. Germain and John C. Bertrand, attorneys, have submitted the Lloyds 
franchise to Deputy Attorney-General Sherer. His reply is as follows: “ Based 
upon the facts as evidenced by the books, papers, records and affidavits sub- 
mitted to me, I am of the opinion that the organization under which you propose 
doing an insurance business is an association of underwriters known as Lloyds, 
and which was on the first day of October, 1892, lawfully engaged in the business 
of insurance within this State, and not required by law to report to the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance or to the Insurance Department, or subject to their super- 
vision, and that the continuity of said association as to change of underwriters 
has been sufficiently preserved to the present time. 

“Furthermore, in the absence of proof of bad faith, 1 am of the opinion that 
the organization properly comes within the purview of the decision of Justice 
Truax in the Supreme Court in the case of Gen, Lloyds and others, constructing 
section 57 of the insurance law, in which it was held that an association such as 
this must have been actually atid in good faith engaged in business on the first 
day of October, 1892.” 

It is said that the Electric City Lloyds has one of the oldest Lloyds franchises 
in the insurance district. John W. Fitzgerald is the New York agent.—Adv.
